Artillery duel 
across. Jordan

JEL AVIV, — A two-hour artillery duel 
was fought across the Jordan River, some 
S km. north of the Damiya Bridge, yester- 
day morning. 

There were no casualties on our side, 
according to the Army spokesman. 

The exchange started at about 9.30 a.n. 
when the Jordanian positions, employing 
mortars and field artillery, opened fire on 
units stationed west of the river.

Five girls injured in

GAZA. — Pupils in four high schools here 
went on strike yesterday and took to the 
streets in demonstrations, which on the 
third successive day spread to some other 
parts of the Strip.

US. expects long 
stalemate in 
Vietnam parley 


PARIS. — The U.S, and Hanoi may re- 
main stalemated for months in their 
Vietnam talks before serious peace uego- 
tiations can begin, U.S. officials said 
yesterday. But they said Washington is 
determined to ‘wait it out,” and has co 
intention of breaking off negotiations, now 
or in the early future. 

The two sides mneet again this morning 
{0980 GMT) for their fifth formal session 
without any sign of an early breakthrough. 

Mr. Cyrus Vanee, American deputy de- 
legate at the talks, will fly to Washing- 
ton after today’s meeting to report to his 
Government, a U.S. delegation spokesman 
announced Jast night. 


In Vietnam yesterday, South Vietnamese 


’ .Marines hattled with Vietcong holding out 


in a Buddhist pagoda in a northern sub- 
urb yesterday in Saigon’s fourth conse- 
cutive week-end of violence. 

Fighting began in the normally quiet 
suburb 4 km. from the city centre at 
lunch-time. The Vietnamese Marines and 
police killed 24 Vietcong and lost three 
dead and 11 injured themselves. An Amer- 
ican military adviser with the government 
troops was aiso injured.

break in French strike 


But 10 million workers still out 


PARIS. — The focus of the crisis which has shaken France yesterday moved 
from the streets to the conference table, where initial agreement was reported 


in the talks to thrash out a new deal for workers. 


News of the first break- 


through came as Paris was gripped by a virtual standstill, with the last supplies 
of petrol drying up because of a strike of delivery men. 


The talks, aimed at ending the strike of 
about 10 million workers, are heing held 
under the chairmanship of Premier Pom- 
Pidou between representatives of the Go- 
vernment, the workers and the employers. 
On Saturday night informed sources said 
initial agreement had been reached on a 
35 per cent increase in the minimum hour- 
ly industrial wage rate (mow the equiva- 
lent of about 44 U.S. cents a day). The 
employers had also offered a general 10 
per cent increase in wages in reply to 
union demands for a 12 per cent rise, 
Seven per cont of the increase would be 
paid from June, the rest from October. 

Optimism about the outcome of the 
negotiations, which lasted 12 hours on 
Saturday night and continued yesterday, 
was tempered by the fact that the three 
sides had yet to get around to discussing 
the problem of social security. 


COMMUNIST DISCONTENT 


M. Georges Seguy, Jeader of the Com- 
Tmunist-led General Confederation of La- 
,bour (C.T.G.!, walked out of the meeting 
last night, charging the Government did 
not “comprehend the discontent of the 
workers.” His departure gave the acgotia- 
tions a temporary setback. 

M. Seguy said he was leaving the mect- 
ing to confer with his union's leaders.

President Kamuzu Hastings Banda of Malawi was welcomed to Jerusalem 
last night by Mayor Teddy Kollek and his Councillors at a short but colourful 
ceremony outside Binyenei Ha‘ooma, Dr. Banda had driven from Lydda Airport 
where he was met by President Shazar to tke salute of 21 guns. His five-day 
official visit will be followed by a five-day private stay in the country, 


“I am more than happy to be here on 
the first anniversary of unified Jerusa- 
lem," Mr. Bande declared. ‘I am proud 
to be the first Head of State to visit 
wnified Jerusalem." Speaking of the Bible 1 
and of Jerusalem, the Malawi President 
said that as a boy in Sunday school he 
had read of Jerusalem, Palestine, the 
River Jordan, and other historic places. 
“I never knew I should be so lucky as to 
set foot on this land.” 

As Dr. Banda stepped out of his car, 
together with Mr. Shazar, onto the red 
carpet spread on the reception plaza, Mr.

LONDON (UPI). — Hundreds of left-wing 
demonstrators tried to storm the French 
Embassy yesterday, but were repulsed by 
a wall of policemen. Several demonstrat- 
ors, mainly youths, were injured when the 
crowd charged o cordon of police ringing 
the Embassy in the fashionable Knights- 
bridge section, 

The police linked arms to repel the 
charging youths, part of 800 anarchists 
and assorted Icft-wing extremists who 
marched on the embassy to support strik- 
ing students and workers jn France.

Here in Paris, Yor example, in the cur- 
rent struggle between the “new Left” of 
the student movement and the “old Left” 
of the orthodox Communist Party, the 
Trotskyists and the Maoisis among the 
student groups huve used solidarity with 
the Vietcong as an emotional rallying 
point for revolutionary action. 

For the Soviet Union, the Vietnam war 
continues to pose a double challenge to 
its authority and influence, On the one 
hand there is the challenge of Maoist 
China. For Peking, Vietnam is the most 
potent example of its. doctrine of: revolu- 
tionary war and of the impossibility of 
coexistence with the United States asthe 
leader of “world imperialism.” On the 
other hand, there is the pressure within 
the Soviet bloc, especially within Estern 
Europe, of which Czechoslovakia is the 
latest example, for greater autonomy and 
liberalization. ΤῈ this pressure is to be 
satisfied. without an open collapse -of the 
Soviet alHanceit means closer coexistence 
with the West. 

Moscow would no doubt be as pleased 
as Peking to see the Vietnam war end 
in a Communist victory, But they also 
have good reasons — which oddly re- 
semble those of the U.S. — for wanting 
the war to end quickly, and if possible 
by negotiation, rather than by outright 
millitary vietory at the end of a prolonged 
struggle. 

Moscow's first reason is that a nego- 
tlated settlement favourable to Havol and 
the National Liberation Front in South 
Vietnam would . st: the general 
Soviet argument that diplomacy as well 
as revolutionary war can be effective in 
dealing with “imperialists.” that it is not 
neceszarily a betrayal to talk to Washing- 
ton. 

Secondly, Russia's continually-expand- 
ing miltary and economic aid to Hanol 
imposes a substantial burden on the eco- 
nomy of the Soviet bloc. it retards the 
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raising of the standard of Living within 
the bloc, and so increases the pressures 
among East European States for changes 
in their own economy systems, and in their 
economic relations with the Soviet Union. 

Czechoslovakia, jn particular, as one of 
the most induatrially-advanced of the 
Communist bloc countries, has had to de- 
vote a disproportionately large part of 
its industrial exports to help Moscow's 
Policy of military and economic foreign 
aid. Compensation from Soviet exports 
within the Comecon tion does 
uot make up sufficlently to Czechoslo- 
vakia for the goods it mignt be able to 
import if it could direct more of its in- 
dustrial exports to Western hard-curren- 
cy markets. 


Czechoslovakian view 


Although attention has recently been 
focused on Soviet fears that the . new 
Czech regime might try to leave the 
Warsaw. Pact, a ing of the: mil- 


. itary alliance with Russia is probably 


the very last thing apy Czech leader wants, 
provided ‘there’ ig ai ‘assurance that 
Russian military power is not used to 
intervene in Czechoslovakia's internal po- 
Utica! affairs. For the Czechs still see 
Russia ag their indispensable support 
against any revived military threat from 
Germany. The new Czech reformers seem 
to be more concerned with Comecon than 
with the Warsaw Pact. They want a less 
rigid economic relationship with Russia 
and more trade with the West. All this 
again presupposes the development of' a 
Breater degree of political confidence he- 


tween Moscow and Washington which is - 


held back by the Vietnam. war. ¢ 
But in the Vietnam’ talks: themselves, 
the representatives of Hanol give the cool 
impression that thelr policles are in the 
end determined only by thelr own na- 


tional interests and by the war in the - 


South itself. 

So far, neither they nor the U.S. dele- 
gation here have moved from thelr basic 
positions after a fortnight of talks and 
four plenary sessions of largely propa- 
fandistic speeches. Hanoi has insisted on 
an unconditoonel and complete stopping 
of U.S. bombing of North Vietnam, and 
the U.S. has asked what act of restraint 
Hanoi is. prepared to offer in return. 

it fs mot yet clear preciseiy what act 
Washington would consider as sufficient; 
in’ some ways its position now looks 
harder, At first, President Johnson seemed 
chiefly concerned with obtaining -a -ge- 
nuine act of reciprocal military de-esca- 
lation, without any open political com- 
mitment. That fs, if Hanoi took effective 
steps to restrict, of not to increase its 


despatch of forces and supplies to the 
South, or to limit its military threats 
to the demilitarised zone between North 
and South, or to reduce the level of 
violence of war in the South, the U.S. 
would not demand a public recognition 
by Hanoi that it had forces in the 
South -—- something it has never offi- 
clally admitted, 

But in the last two sessions of talks 
here, the American delegate, Mr. Averell 

. seemed to be more concerned 
to extract from Hanot some official ad- 
mission of its military intervention ra- 
ther than a de facto de-escalation. He 
also pointed out that an admission of 
this kind would necessarily be involved 
in any agreement on either a regrouping 
of the opposing forces or ἃ cease-fire, or 
an eventual withdrawal af ali outside 
forces, including those of the U.S. from 
South Vietnam. 

Nevertheless, the talks have helped to 
clarify the key positions on esch side 
and indicate the broad framework within 
which @ settlement will have to be found.

PORTLAND, Oregon (Reu- 
ter). — With Senators Re- 
bert Kennedy and Eugene 
MacCarthy apparently run- 
ning neck and neck, tomor- 
row’s ΟἹ state pri- 
mary election will be cru- 
cial in theix campaigns for 
the Presidential nomination, 

Polls have shown that 
the democratic vote in the 
state is about equally 
divided between Kennedy, 
MacCarthy and Johnson- 
Humphrey. 

Senator Kennedy has ad- 
mitted that if he fails to 
win in, Oregon it will be 
ἃ heavy blow to his cam- 
paign. amd an equally. big 
step forward for Mr. Hum- 
phrey. : 

For Senator McCarthy 
— who lost primaries to 
Senator Kennedy in Indiana 
and Nebraska -- Oregon 
could well be his last chance 
to maintain a credible 
challenge, 

Private polls, some taken 
by the Kennedy camp, in- 
dicated that McCarthy is no 
longer the underdog andis 
making rapid headway 
throughout the state. 

Campaign managers for 
Senator Kennedy are open- 
ly concerned by the trend. 

The polls showed that 
Senator Kennedy has been 
unable to build up. any 
significant lead over his 
Minnesota challenger. 

A Joss for Senator Ken- 
nedy, or victory by only a 
few percentage points, 
would damage his claim 
that he is the ‘peoples’ 
choice" to run against the 
Republican nominee. in the 
Presidential elections next 
November. 

But Oregon is difficult 
territory for Senator Ken- 
nedy to conquer. 

‘The state, In- 
diana or Nebraska, is af- 
fluent with-no large Negro 
or other ethnic minority 
which normally form an 
important part of his sup- 


port. - 

‘On the Republican side of 
the primary, Oregon also 
could be more - important 
for Zormer Vice-President 
Richard Nixon than anyone 
would have predicted a few 
wi ago. 

Although he is still ex- 
pected to win the primary, 
he is facing a big vote 
for Californian Governor 
Ronald — a “non-

Added to traditional Polish antl-Semit- 
ism, he says, is the “fierce resentment” 
of the post-World War IZ role of Jews in 
Poland, “You'll remember that the Rus- 
rigus, who feared Polish nationalism, sent 
In Jews to run Poland. Berman and Minc 
were ‘viceroys’ of Poland for the Russians, 
backed by the Soviet Army." Mr. Gunther 
feels that this was the main reason for 
Wladyslau Gomulka's ascension to power. 
“Gomulka himself is not antt-Semitic, 
You know, he has a Jewish wife.” 

The French Government has switched 
from its pro-Israel policy, he opines, be- 
cause it feels Israel is too strong, because 
Gen. de Gaulle wants to re-establish ties 
with the Arab world, and because the 
French leader has the feeling that Israel 
is a U.S. “agent” in the Middle Bast and 
wants to reduce the strength of anything 
that hes connection with the U.S. and 
Britain. ᾽ 

The anti-American feeling in France is 
not found in Israel, Mr. Gunther says. 
“It's {nfinitely refreshing to be in a coun- 
try where the U.S. is popular. Israel is 
the only country I can remember where 
Americans are liked and appreciated.”

The challenge comes when you move 

tt the stream, Jewish communities 
have shown themselves steadfast in this 
respect in the past. Thus the test for 
British Jewry came during the 1945-1948 
period and it was their moment of glory 
when they stood up against the policy 
of their own government in Palestine 
ond identified themselves with the atrug- 
gle of the yishuv, without any thought 
of a possible charge of dual loyalties. 
The special hour of -American Jewry 
came after the Sinai Campaign when 
they stood firmly up for Israel in oppo- 
sition to the policy that was pursued at 
that time by Sitsenhower and Dulles. 

This time, it was the turn of French 
Jewry. When the crisis first broke out 
and they marched through the streets of 
Paris chanting Io unison “Israel... Israel,” 
they perhaps had mot yet understood or 
realised the depth of the differences he- 
tween the French government and Israel. 
But a8 the hostility of de Gaulle became 
increasingly apparent, they did not flinch 
ia their loyalty to Israel und thelr opposi- 
tion to governmental policy. In some 
ways their position was made less diffi- 
cult by the extent of non-Jewish support 
for. Israel But as Professor Andre Neher 
described it to the Prasident’s circle: 
“The Jewish conscience received a deep 
lraumatic shock from the waveringa of 
the left, the paralysis of the right, the 
‘caution’ of many Catholic authorities, 
the hypocrisy of leading newspapers, the 
fanaticism of the Communists and above 
all the official attitude of the government 
and de Gaulle. The Jews liberated them- 
selves from galut complexes and French 
Jewry discovered: that they were, first of 
all, Jews... From the Rothschilds to the 
chaver of Hashomer Hateair there was 
unanimity.” 

The third form of identification was 
personal volunteering. The emotional iden- 
tification expressed itself, especially 
| among the younger elements, in the wish 
to come to Israel — and the hope of 
‘many was that they would be able to 
join the fighting forces. But even when

MOSCOW, (Ofns). — 
ΤῈ more lasting revolutiéns are the 
ailent ones. Such a revolution is the 
emergence of the Soviet Navy on the 
open seas of the world. 


When Russian warships recently calied 
at Indian and Iraqi ports, many eyebrows 
were raised. In the Mediterrancan, how- 
ever, the Soviet naval presence is al- 
ready challenging the supremacy of the 
American Sixth Fleet and ellied navies. 

The increased Soviet uaval presence 
was first noticed during and immediately 
after the Arab-Israeli war last June. In 
fact, the Russians have been quietly dis- 
persing their growing naval power to 
taste the salty breezes of distant and 
wide-open oceans, There [5 every sign 
that they are confidently planning ic 
equal, if not to supersefe, American 
naval powerin the mottoo distant future. 

The baste Soviet decision to build up 
the naval arm was taken in the after- 
math of the Cuban missile crisis in 1962. 
The Russians then realised that if they 
are to compete with the Americans a3 ἃ 
world ~power they must have strategic 
mobility, the capacity to make their pre- 
sence felt anywhere In any crisis. They 
have not quite achieved this goal yet, but 
their rapid progress shows that the les- 
son has been learnt. 


Its practical effect will be to inhibit 
the Americans from. treating the oceans 
of the world as their own Jake. Al- 
ready, there are indications that in the 
event of a real crisis in the Middle East, 
the U.S. Navy would be unable to land 
Marines unchallenged and so easily as 
it did in Lebanon in 1958. 


Moreover, the Russians will not be 
content just to acquire naval power, 
which fulfils an age-old national dream. 
They are now out to use this new 
strength to bargain with the Americans 
.in an effort. to reduce U.S, naval pre- 
sence primarily in the Mediterranean, As 
long ago as April 1967, speaking at the 
Karlovy Vary conference of European 
Communist parties in Czechoslovakia, the 
Soviet leader, Mr. Leonid Brezhnev, de- 
Mmanded complete withdrawal of the 
U.S. Sixth Fleet from the Mediterranean. 

Predictably, ihe initial Western reac-

However, D'Aubusson died 
aud the decree was not enforced.

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1522, appears to have been tolerant to- 
wards the Jewish minority) and there is 
Indeed a elaim that in his urmy there 
were Jews. But Jews were also believed 
to have fought on the side of the Temp- 
lars and their 250-strong battalion was 
known as the “Jewlsh phalanx.” Ix is 
belicved that the Jews who fought for, 
rather then agsiust, the Crusadcrs, were 
thorxt who had converted to Christlanity 
in the days of D'Aubusson. 

The Jewish history of Rhodes before the 
Middle Ages is very nebulous and the 
only ray of clacity is a rather negative 
asseciation with the Sun God — one of 
the seven wonders of antiquity, Built in 
the third century B.C. the Colossus of 
Rhodes stood for only 5G years before 
an earthquake in 227 B.C.6. overturned 
it, The Sun God lay prostrate in the 
town he had ¢dorned until in 656, a 
Jew from Syrla purchased the bronze 
debris and transported jt to the Middle 
East to be melted down. 

If the number cf Jews today in Rhodes 
is exiguous, it far exceeds that of the 
other islands of the Dodecanese. These 
Have only one other Jewish family and 
thar is on the tsland of Cos. There, the 
syragogue sits empty and discarded. Jew- 
ish survival in thix region of the Medi- 
terranean is nevertheless much greater - 
than in the other great walled city of 
the Mediterranean, for jn Dubrovnik, 
Yugoslavia, the Jewish community is no 
Jonger and there is no sign of the 
synagogue. 

What of the future? The Jewish com- 
munity of Rhodes is very hopeful that 
lt will grow ani flourish, They are try- 
ing desperately to find a rabbi and alzo 
hope that they might attract some co- 
religionists who survived the Holocaust.

aod its Vice-Chairman is Mr, 1. Gal-Edd, 
who is also Director-General of the De- 
velopment Ministry. The other group, 
comprising Haifa RPefinerles and Israc! 
Petrochenticals, is headed by Vice-Chalr- 
man Michael Tsour, who is also Chairman 
of Zim. 

Each group will have its own manager, 
and the boards of Lhe constituent compa- 
nies in the group will have as far as pos- 
sible the same members. 

ICL is responsible not just to the Derve- 
lopment Ministry, but to a special com- 
mittee of Ministers comprising Mr, Meshe 
Kol, Minister of Development, ag Chair- 
maa: and the Ministers of Finance, Com- 
Merce and Industry and Justice. A Plan- 
ning Panel of 30 experts, mainly scientists 
from the universities and Government re- 
search institutes, is headed by Mr. David 
Caplin. It will submit its recommendations 
hy June 15. A technical planning group of 
six members, headed by Dr. Adrian Got- 
tesman (on loan to ICL from the Halfa 
Refineries} will translate these ideas into 
two integrated development plans — an 
immediate five-year blueprint, and a Jong~ 
Tange 10-year projection. 

The Finance Committee of the ICL 
board is evaluating the stock of the five 
companies in preparation for the merger. 
Not decided yet is whether ICL will be- 
come a single company, or whether the 
two groups will be converted into two 
companies, in which case ICL will remain 
a holding company. In any event the five 
subsidiaries will cease to exist as separate 
firms in the next two years.

Nobel Laureate 
Shui Agnon wis one of the Jerusalem 
Freenen sitting on the rostrum. i 
Presiding, Mayor Teddy Kollek said the 
itv was honouring the man “who headed 
ernment of Israel during the Six 
War — an heroic war which brought 
about the reunification of Jerusalem. To 
Government, we express our deep ap- 
preciation and thanks.” He noted that Mr. 
Eshkol had set an example in the relation- 
ship with the Arab minority ia Israel "I 
recall the great part you played in the 
development plans of the Arab villages 
in the country. This is the example which 
has guided me and which has left me with 
the constant realization that I am here to 
serve equally all the residents of the 
Capital.” 

Mr. Eshkol, responding, said the deep- 
est emotional expcrience of the Six Day 
War had been the act of liberation which 
made Jerusalem one, a feeling which went 
beyond all military and political analysis.

AT HERUT CONVENTION : 
Begin calls for sovereignty 


Jerusalem Fost Political Reporter 


Herut leader and Cabinet Minister Me- 
nahem Begin declared last night that “the 
State of Israel's de facte sovereignty ap- 
plied to every part of the historic Land 
of Israel which was liberated from un- 
Jawiul foreign rule,” and demanded that 
this sovereignty should “also be applicd 
de jure” ; ᾽ 

Mr, Begin, who was cheered tumultously 
by about 15,000 people who crowded Zion 
Gate square, near the Jewish Quarter In- 
side the Old City, called for “large-scale 
settlement in the areas ot “Judea, Sa- 
maria, the Golan Heights, Gaza and Sinat,” 
and said that this was ‘urgent and es- 
sential for maintaining. the nation’s sec- 
prity.” 

Mr, Begin was addressing the opening 
session of Herut's ninth convention, which 
became one of the highlights of Jerusa- 
lem Day celebrations and drew tremendous 
crowds. The gathering was held in the 
presence of President Shazar, Cabinet Min- 
isters and scores of other dignitaries. 

The President, who bad been delayed hy 
the late arrival of the President of Malawi, 
entered the brightly illuminated conven- 
tlom square in the middle of Mr. Begin’s 
speech to the cheers of the standing crowd. 

There were many “first times” at last 
night’s Herut convention, in addition to 
its being held in the OW City. Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan, who sat on the 
dais next to Mr. Begin, recelved a standing 
ovation by the huge gathering. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion ΜΙ, Mr. Begin’s old 
rival, sent greetings from Sde Boker, sing- 
ling out the Herut leader by name. His 
message urged the Gaha] Ministers to as- 


over all Land of Israel 


, sist the Cabinet in its chief task —to ab- 
sorb large-scale tmmigration. 

Prime Minister Eshkol in his greetings 
recalled how Herut found the strength 
to join forces in a National Unity Cabinet 
in the face of threats by the enemy, 
and stressed that the present emergency 
still required the same unity of the nation. 
Greetings were also sent by Knesset 
Speaker Kadish Luz, Information Minister 
Israel Galil, Interior Minister Moshe 
Shapiro and Chief Rabbi Nissim. They 
were all read out by the session's chair- 
man, Mr. Aryeh Ben-Eliezer, ΜΕ. 

Addressing the convention, Chief Rabbi 
Untermann praised Gahal's share in the 
establisiunent of the National Unity Gov- 
ernment “which paved the way to vic- 
tory.” He urged the Jewish settiement of 
the Old City and East Jerusalem. Cabinct 
Minister Yoset Saphir of Gahal's Liberal 
wing also stressed the rote the. National 
Unity Cabinet had played prior and after 
the War and urged its continuation. 

Mr. Begin’s speech was interspersed 
with many Latin quotations from the 
Roman historian Tacitus. often applauded 
by the crowd without even being trans- 
lated. : 

He stressed that none of the partitions 
of the Land of Israel had been founded on 
law, but were the result of colonialist 
plots. Regarding the future of Israel, he 
said that all Arabs who undertake to be 
loyal to the State would be given Israel 
citizenship. The Jewish majority of the 
State of Israel would be maintained maialy 
through the Return to Zion, he declared. 

Mr. Begin said that Herut wil strive to 
maintain the National Unity Cabinet even 
in view of next year's elections. 


Big expansion 
at Technion

HAIFA, — The Technion is to expand its 
facilities in the faculties of electrical, me- 
chanical, aeronautical 1nd management 
engineering to admit almust 50 per cent 
more freshmen than hitherto. Today, the 
insitution enrolls 1,000 new students each 
year in all its faculties. At an investment 
of IL#0m. to 1L50m. the admission in the 
four engineering disciplines is to be raised 
by another 450 each year. 

The decision on this major expansion 
scheme is expected to be taken by the 
Technion's Board of Governors at its an- 
nual meeting next month. It is expected 
that the construction cost will be borne 
mainly by the Government. Technion Pre- 
sident Alexander Goldberg has discussed 
this with senior Government officials and 
they have been impressed by the findings 
of a survey which forecast a shortage of 
some 600 engineers in the four groups 
during the early ‘seventies. 

If the expansion project is approved, the 
first increased enrolment is expected for 


. 1970. Within four years, by the autumn of 


1974, the maximum number of students 
will grow from the present 5,200 to 7,000, 
Today, 3,700 are studying for their first 
degree and by 1974 that number will have 
grown by about 50 per cent. The Technion 
expects that within a few years its pre~ 
seat operating budget of IL38m, will grow

Afikim’s sacked 


workers sit-in

TIBERIAS. — Forty workers at kibbutz

Arab boycott, says report

The Foreign Ministry is clarifying a 
Beirut report that. two German stcel 
fiims, Thyssen and Mannoesmana, have 
notified the Arab Boycott Office that they 
have agreed to stop trading with Israel. 

The two German companies had been 
granted a contract to supply Israe} with 
a total of $12m. worth of steel plate 
for the large Eilat-Ashdod oil pipeline. 
The firms each of winch was to 
supply half have already delivered 
most of the steel. iA second contract for 
steel for the pipeline was awarded in 
another European country). - 

Informed sources In Jerusalem sald 
that Israel would toke a “grave view 
of the matter” if the Beirut report were 
correct. There wag no shortage of steel 
suppliers In the world, it was noted. 

The sources said that it was krown 
that the Boycott Office. had approached 
the two firms, and that the latter had 
replied. The nature of their reply was 
now being checked in Bona. 

It was against the building of the pipe- 
line, rather-than the supply of steel to 
Israel. that ἢ Arab pressure was direc- 
ted, It 1s understood. 

Ik was known here. before the publi- 
eation of the Beirut report. that the 
Arab Boycott Office was trying to ine 
tluence the firms, It was thought possible 
that the two German concerns might have 
sought to “enjoy the best of hoth worlds”. 
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by first getting and delivering the steel 
order, and then adopting a stand to please 
the Arab Boycott Office. The sources 
here said it was not believed that the 
Bonn Forelgn- Ministry had authorized 
any boycott move by the companies. 


A spokesman of the German Embassy 
in Israel, asked to comment, said that 
German companies were free to act inde- 
pendently as long as they did not ask 
for Government development export cre- 
dits. The Embassy had no further infor- 
mation on the. matter. ᾿ 

‘The spokesman added that the German 
Government's policy in support of free 
trade and against restrictive practices 
‘was well Known. It wag quite likely that 
the Beirut report gave an exaggerated 
version of the replies given by the com- 
Panies, it was said.

Leaflets lead 
to finding of

Other sabotage mate- 
rial was found hidden under packages of 
Syrian cigarettes. They also picked up 
another package of Fatah leaflets.

Histadrut, Mapam

TEL AVIV. —- The Minister of Finance, 
Mr. Pinhas Sapir, has promised ta delay 
abolition of the interest ceiling until 
the Histadrut: makes up its mind on the 
issue, the Histadrut spokesman reported 
yesterday. He said the Labour Federation's 
Central Committee yesterday appointed a 
committee under Mr. Avraham Zabarski 
ἴα examine the possible influence of the 
abolition of the maximum rate on the 
Histadrut sector of the economy. 

Mr. Zabarski himself told the Central 
Committee that he opposes the reform, 
fearing that it would cause a shock to 
the country’s economy. Mr. Zabarski is 
chairman of the Board of Bank Hapoalini. 

Mr. Nahum Verlinskl, of Tauva, was of 
the opinion that the ceiling should be 
itited, although not fmmediately. He said 
interest rates will drop after the official 
cefling is removed. Mr. Gad Ya'acobi and 
Mr. Asher Yadlin supported the reform, 
but it was Mr. Yadlin’s suggestion that 
the matter be examined by a committee 
before the Histadrut takes a stand.
